Section I—General Conditions : 

I (i) The Japanese Grant Aid of Yen 2.9 billion extended 
by the Government of Japan is untied in favour of OECF and 
developing countries. Accordingly the commodiites and semcex 
incidental thereto to be procured under this Grant Aid can be 
imported from Japan and all countries enumerated in the list 
at Annexure-I which will be the eligible source countiies undei 
this Grant. However, if commodities imported under the 
licence contain components orignating from a non-eligibla 
source country 1 or countries, it should be ensured by ihe 
importer, while negotiating a supply contract, that the total

ANNEXURE V 

Guidelines for Procurement of Commodities under Japanese 
Grant Aid 

I. Introduction more 

The proceeds of the Grant Aid of Yen 2.9 billion extended 
by the Government of Japan shall be used with due attention 
to efficiency and non-discrimination among the eligible source 
countries for procurement of commodities and services Inci¬ 
dental thereto in accordance with the procurement procedures 
set out in this guide lines. 


II. Selection of Procurement Procedure 

The following procedures shall be applicable to the procure¬ 
ment of Listed Commodities under the Grant Aid: 

(1) Formal Open International Tendering. 

(2) Formal Selective International Tendering. 

(3) Informal International Competitive Procurement. 

(4) Direct Purchases. 

(a) In the case of the procurement by the government and/ 
or a government agency, Formal Open International tender¬ 
ing or Formal Selective International Tendering shall be 
applied. 

(b) In case of non government procurement, any of the 
procedures mentioned above may be applied. 

(c) It is, however, possible under this Grant Aid to accept 
the procurement through Informal International Competitive 
Procurement or Direct Purchases in the following cases. 

(i) Where the amount of a proposed contract does not 

exceed 300,000,000.—, US Dollar 1,500,000.—or 
Pound Sterling 800,000.—, in terms of currency of 
the contract. 

(ii) Where the number of qualified suppliers Is limited. 

(iii) Where purchase of a commodity by reference to a 

particular specification, trade name or designation is 
necessary in order to assure the inter-changeability 
or standardization of equipment, or because of spe¬ 
cial design requirements. 

(iv) Where cither procedure (1) or procedure (2) by the 

reason other than the case (i), (it) and (iii) above 
(e.g. in case of emergency procurement) is inappli¬ 
cable. 

(d) In any case mentioned above, Importer shall get a con¬ 
firmation of the Borrower concerning the eligibility of procure¬ 
ment in accordance with the procurement procedure set 
forth in this Section 1-3, 

III. Conditions of Contract 

Any contract to be financed under this Grant Aid shall 
fulfill the following conditions. 

1. Conditions of Commodities 

As the use of this Grant Aid is limited to financing ex¬ 
penditures for Listed Commodities produced in the eligible 
source countries, the subject items of the Contract shall be 
Listed Commodities produced In the eligible source countries 
and to be shipped to an Indian port from the eligible source 
countries. If the imported portion from non-eliglble source 
countries is less than thirty per cent (30 per cent) of the fol- 
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lowing formula. Listed Commodities will be financed even 
if the impoited portion from non-eligible source countries is 
included as a part of the Lifted Commodities in the items of 
the Contract Formula mentioned above :

2. Conditions of Supplier: 

The Supplier shall be a national of the eligible source 
countries, or a juridical person registered in the eligible 
source countries. 

3. Conditions of Importer: 

The procurement of any Commodities by the armed forces 
or their affiliated organizations of India shall not be eligible 
under the Loan. 

4. Denomination of Currency: 

The Contract ahall be fixed and payable in Japanese Yen, 
United States Dollar, or Sterling Pound without any fraction 
less than one Yen (Y 1,00), One cent (C LOO) of One Penny 
(d. LOO) respectively. 

5. Standard Form of Contiact 

(a) The following items shall be inserted in the Contract 
to be financed under this Grant Aid : 

(1) Name and Nationality of Supplier and Importer 
12) Number and Date of the Contract 

(3) Name and Origin of the Commodities 

(4) Contract Price and Quantity 

(5) Payment Terms 

(6) Delivciy and Shipment Schedule 

(7) Other General Regulations 

(b) The Contract duly signed by both parties or purchase 
order by the Indian Importer placed on the overseas supplier 
supported by order confirmation in writing by the overseas 
supplier, or their photo copies, are also acceptable. 

(c) The following statement of eligibility by the Supplier 
shall be added to each contract: 

‘T (We) hereby state that my (our) company has been 

registered in—— ---—-(eligible source 

country)." 

6. Payment : 

Each payment shall be nude on and after the date of 
signing of the Grant Aid i.c. 17th March, 1979. 

In principle, the full amount of a shipment shall he paid to 
the supplier on cash basis at each time of presentaCon of 
the relative shipping documents lo the Bank of India, Tokvo. 

IV. International Tendering 

When International Tendering L, applied, the procurement 
shall be made in accordance with the following principles, 
uinong others : 

1. Advertising: 

On all contracts subject to Formal Open International Ten¬ 
dering, invitations to bid shall be advertised in at least one 
newspaper of general circulation in India. 

2. Time Interval Between Invitation and Submission of 
Bids : 

'The time allow'ed for prepurtion of bid;, will depend to a 
large extent upon the magnitude and complexity of the cont¬ 
ract. Generally not less than 30 days .should be allowed foi

intcinational bidding. The time allowed, however, 'hould be 
governed by the circumstances relating to each contiact. 

3. Bid Opening Procedures: 

The date, hour and place for lhe l.ilest receipt of bids and 
for the bid opening should be announced in the invitations to 
bid and all bids should be pened publicly at the stipulated 
time. Bids received after this time should be returned unopened. 
The name of the bidder and the total amount of each bid 
and of any alter native bids, if they have been requested or 
permitted, should be read aloud and recorded. 

4. Bid Bonds or Guarantees: 

In the case of bidding, bid bonds or bidding guarantees 
arc a usual requirement, but they should not be srt high 
as to discourage suitable bidders, 

Bid bonds or guarantees should be released lo unsuccessful 
bidders as soon as possible after the bids have been opened. 

5. Standards : 

If national standards with which equipment or materials 
must comply are cited, the specification;, should slate that 
commodities meeting Japan Industrial Standard or oilier inter¬ 
nationally accepted standards, which ensure an equal or higher 
quality than the standards mentioned, will also be accepted. 

6. Use of Brand Names : 

Specifications should be based on performance capability 
and should only prescribe brand names, catalogue numbers, 
or products of specific manufacturer if specific spare parts 
are required or it has been determined that a degree of 
standardization is necessary to maintain certain essential 
features. 

In the latter case the specif! rations should permit offers 
of alternative commodities which have similar characterises 
and provide performance and quality at least equal to those 
specified. 

7. Guarantees and Performance Bonds : 

Bidding documents may require some form of surety for 
guarantees, if necessary. This surety can be provided either 
by a bank guarantee or by a performance bond. 

8. Liquidated Damages : 

Liquidated damages clauses, if necessary, should be included 
in bidding documents when delays in delivery will result in 
extra expenditures, loss of revenues or loss of other benefits 
ro the Importer. 

9. Force Majeure ; 

The conditions of the Contract included in the bidding 
documents should contain clauses, when appropriate, stipula¬ 
ting that a failure on the part of the parties to perform their 
obligations under the contract shall not be considered a 
default under the Contract if such failure C the lesult of an 
event of force majeure (to be defined in the conditions of the 
Contiact). 

10. Settlement of Disputes : 

Provisions dealing with the settlement of disputes should 
be included in the conditions of the contract. It is desirable 
that the provisions should be based on “Rules of Conciliation 
and Arbitration" which have been prepared by the Inter- 
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national Chamber of Commeice or on such other ai rangcmcnls 
ns may be mutually acceptable 10 the Indian lmportci and the 
o\crseas Suppl er.

Guidelines for Procurement of Commodities under Japanese 
Grant Aid 

I. Introduction 

The proceeds of the Gran' Aid of Yen 2.9 billion extended 
by the Government of Japan shall be used with due atten- 
tion to efficiency and non-discrimination among the eligible 
source countries for procurement of commodities and services 
incidental thereto in accordance with the procurement proce¬ 
dures set out in this Guidelines. 

II. Selection of Procurement Procedure 


The following procedures shall be applicable to the pro¬ 
curement of Listed Commodities under the Grant Aid : — 

(1) Formal Open Interna 1 ional Tendering 

(2) Formal Selective International Tendering 

(3) Informal International Competitive Procurement 

(4) Direct Purchases. 


(a) In the case of the procurement by the government 
and/or a government agency, Formal Open International 
tendering or Formal Selective International Tendering shall 
be applied. 


(b) In case of non-government procurement, any of the 
procedures mentioned above may be applied. 


(c) It is, however, possible under this Grant Aid to accept 
the procurement through Informal International Competitive 
Procurement or Direct Purchases in the following cases :— 

(i) Where the amount of a proposed contract does not 
exceed y 300,000,000.—, US S 1.500,000.—or Pound 
Sterling 800,000.—in terms of currency of the con¬ 
tract 

(ii) Where the number of qualified suppliers is limited. 
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(iii) Where purchase of a commodity by reference to a 
particular specification, trade name or designation 
is necessary in order to assure the inter-changeability 
or standelization of equipment or because of spe¬ 
cial design requirements. 


(iv) Where either procedure < 1 ) or procedure (2) by 
the reason other than the case (i), (ii) and (iii) 
above (e.g. in case of emergency procurement) is 
inapplicable. 

(d) In any case mentioned above, Importer shall get a 
confirmation of the Boirower concerning the eligibility of 
procurement in accordance with the procurement procedure 
set forth in this Section 1-3. 

III. Conditions of Contract 

Any contract to be financed under this Grant Aid shall 
fulfill (he following conditions. 

1. Conditions of Commodities : 


As the use of this Grant Aid is limited to financing ex¬ 
penditures for Listed Commodities produced in the eligible 
source countries, the subject i'ems of the Contract shall be 
Listed Commodities produced in the eligible source countries 
and to be shipped to an Indian port from the eligible source 
countries. Tf the imported portion from non-eligibte source 
countries is less than thirty per cent (30%) of the following 
formula. Listed Commodities will be financed even if the 
imported portion from non-eligible source countries is inclu¬ 
ded as a part of the Listed Commodities in the items of the 
Contract Formula mentioned above : 


Imported Price-(-Import Duty 

-X 100 

Supplier’s FOB Price 


2. Conditions of Supplier ; 


The Supplier shall be a national of the eligible source 
countries, or a juridical person registered in the eligible 
source countries. 


3. Conditions of Importer : 


The procurement of any Commodities by the armed forces • 
or their affiliated organizations of India shall not be eligible 
under the Loan. 


4. Denomination of Currency : 

The Contract shall be fixed and payable in lapanese Yen. 
United States Dollar, or Sterling Pound without any fraction 
less than one Yen (Y 1.00), One cent (c LOO) or One Penny 
(d. LOO) respectively. 


3. Standard Form of Contract: 


(a) The following items shall be inserted in the Contract 
to be financed under this Grant Aid :— 


(1) Name and Nationality of Supplier and Importer 

(2) Number and Dale of the Contract 

(3) Name and Origin of the Commodities 


(4) Contract Price and Quantity 

(5) Payment Terms 


(6) Delivery and Shipment Schedule 


(7) Other General Regulations 


(b) The Contract duly signed by both parties or purchase 
order by the Indian Importer placed on the overseas supplier 
supported by order confirmation in writing by the overseas 
supplier, or their photo copies, arc also acceptable. 


(c) The following statement of eligibility by the Supplier 
shall be added to each contract :— 


“I (Wc) hereby state that my (our) company has been 
registered in ——--—-— (eligible source coun¬ 

try).” 


6. Payment: 


Each payment shall be made on and after the date of 
signing of the Grant Aid i.e. 17 March, 1979, 

In principle, the full amount of a shipment shall be paid 
to the supplier on cash basis at each time of presentation of 
the relative shipping documents to the Bank of Tndia, Tokyo. 

IV. International Tendering: 


When International Tendering is applied, the procurement 
shall be made in accordance with the following principles, 
among others. 


1. Advertising: 


On all contracts subject to Formal Open International 
Tendering, invitations to bid shall be advertised In at least 
one newspaper of general circulation in India. 

2. Time Interval Between Invitation and Submission of Bids : 

The time allowed for preparation of bids v»ill depend to 
a large extent upon the magnitude and complexity of the 
contract. Generally not less than 30 days should be allowed 
for international bidding. The time allowed, however, should 
be governed by the circumstances relating to each contract. 

3. Bid Opening Procedures: 


The date, hour and place for the latest receipt of bids 
and for the bid opening should be announced in the invita¬ 
tions to bid and all bids should be opened publicly at the 
stipulated time. Bids received after this time should be re¬ 
turned unopened. The name of the bidder and the total 
amount of each bid and of any alternative bids, if they have 
been requested or permitted, should be read aloud and re¬ 
corded. 


4, Bid Bonds or Guarantees : 


In the case of bidding, bid bonds or bidding guarantees 
are a usual requirement, but they should not be set so high 
as to discourage suitable bidders. 


Bid bonds or guarantees should be released to unsuccess¬ 
ful bidders as soon as possible after the bids have been 
opened 
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5. Standards: 

If national standards with which equipment or materials 
must comply are cited, the specifications should state that 
commodities meeting Japim Industrial Standard or other 
internationally accepted standards, which ensure an equal or 
higher quality than the standards mentioned, will also be 

accepted. 


6. Use of Brand Names : 


Specifications should be based on performance capability 
and should only prescribe brand names, catalogue numbers, 
or products of specific manufacturer if specific spare parts 
arc required or it has been determined that a degree of 
standardization is necessary to maintain certain essential 
features. 


In the latter case the specifications should permit offers 
of alternative commodities which have similar characteristics 
and provide performance and quality at least equal to those 
specified. 


7. Guarantees and' Performance Bonds : 


Bidding documents may require some form of surety for 
guarantees, if necessary. This surety can be provided either 
by a bank guarantee or by a performance bond. 


8, Liquidated Damages: 

Liquidated damages clauses, if necessary, should be in¬ 
cluded in bidding documents when delays in delivery will 
result in extra expenditures, loss of revenues or loss of other 
■benefits to the Importer. 


9. Force Majeure: 


The conditions of the Contract included in the bidding 
documents should contain clauses, when appropriate, stipula¬ 
ting that a failure on the part of the parties to perform their 
obligations under the contract shall not be considered a default 
under the Contract if such failure is the result of an event of 
force majeure (to be defined in the conditions of the Con¬ 
tract). 


10. Settlement of Disputes: 

Provisions dealing with the settlement of disputes should 
be included in the conditions of the contract. It is desi¬ 
rable that the provisions should be based on 'Rules of Con¬ 
ciliation and Arbitration" which have been prepared by the 
International Chamber of Commerce or on such other arrange¬ 
ments as may be mutually acceptable to the Indian Importer 
and the overseas Supplier.
